I^ROCEEDINOS 

OF     THE 

FORTY-FOURTH  ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  THE  STOCKHOLDERS 

OF     THE 

Wilmington  &  Weldon  Railroad  Company, 

Held  at  the  Office  of  the  Company,  in  "Wilmington,  on 
Tuesday,  the  18th  Day  of  November,  1879. 


Wilmington,  N.  C,  Nov.  i8tli,  1879. 

At  II  o'clock  A.M.  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Hon. 
R,  R.  Bridgers,  on  whose  motion  Col.  H.  B.  Short,  of  Colura- 
bns  county,  was  made  Chairman,  and  J.  W.  Thompson  was 
appointed  Secretary. 

On  motion,  it  was  resolved  that  Messrs.  B.  F.  Newcomer  and 
Donald  MacRae,  with  the  Secretary,  constitute  a  committee  to 
examine  proxies  and  report  the  number  of  shares  of  the  capital 
stock  of  the  Company  represented. 

The  said  committee  reported  that  9,338  shares  were  duly 
represented  ;  whereupon,  the  Chairman  declared  the  meeting 
organized  for  the  transaction  of  business,  in  conformity  with 
the  requirements  of  the  charter. 

The  President  of  the  Company,  Hon.  R.  R.  Bridgers,  then 
submitted  to  the  meeting  his  annual  report,  which  was  read, 
and  on  motion  of  W,  T.  Walters,  Esq.,  received. 

The  reports  of  the  Superintendent  and  the  Treasurer  were 
also  submitted,  but  on  motion  the  reading  of  them  was  dis- 
pensed with. 


On  motion  of  Dr.  A.  J.  DeRosset,  it  was 

Resolved^  That  the  subject  of  the  sterling  debt  falling  due  in 
July,  1881,  alluded  to  in  the  President's  report,  be  referred  to  the 
Board  of  Directors,  with  power  to  enter  into  and  conclude  ar- 
rangements for  the  payment  or  renewal  of  the  debt  upon  such 
terms  and  at  such  rate  of  interest  as  they  find  practicable  and 
deem  advisable  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Company,  and  that 
full  power  be  and  is  hereby  conferred  upon  said  Board  to  issue  so 
many  of  the  bonds  under  the  sinking  fund  mortgage,  heretofore 
made,  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  such  arrangements  as  may 
be  agreed  upon. 

Col.  J.  W.  Atkinson,  on  behalf  of  the  Auditing  Committee, 
appointed  at  the  last  annual  meeting,  submitted  their  report, 
which  was  read,  and,  on  motion,  received. 

The  meeting  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  President, 
and  Hon.  R.  E..  Bridgers  was  re-elected  by  acclamation. 

A  ballot  was  then  had  for  ten  Directors  for  the  ensuing 
year,  which  resulted  in  the  re-election  of  the  old  Board,  as 
follows:  Dr.  A.  J.  DeRosset,  Donald  MacRae  and  George 
Harriss,  of  "Wilmington  ;  W.  T.  Walters,  B.  F.  Newcomer, 
Thomas  C.  Jenkins  and  S.  M.  Shoemaker,  of  Baltimore ;  E. 
B.  Borden,  of  Goldsboro ;  Hon.  George  Howard,  of  Tarboro'; 
and  Wm.  H.  Willard,  of  Raleigh. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  A.  J.  DeRosset,  Col.  J.  W.  Atkinson,  A. 
Branch  and  Col.  W.  L.  Smith,  were  appointed  the  Auditing 
Committee  for  the  ensuing  year. 

It  was  resolved  that  the  next  annual  meeting  be  held  in 
Wilmington,  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  third  Monday  in 
November,  1880. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  the  Chairman,  and  the 
meeting  adjourned.

To  the  Stockholders  of  the  Wihnington  cfc  Weldon  Hail  Road 
Company : 

The  President  and  Direetors  submit  their  Forty-fourth  An- 
nual Report,  showing  tlie  operations  of  the  Road  for  the  year 
ending  30th  of  September,  1879,  and  the  financial  condition  of 
the  Company. 

They  submit  the  reports  of  the  Superintendent,  Treasurer 
and  Auditor,  giving  details  in  their  departments.  From  these 
it  will  appear  that  the  receipts  have  increased  $18,142.41,  and 
the  net  has  increased  ^24.47. 

They  have  paid  for  steel  rails  $48,095.94.  They  have  paid 
for  wharf  improvements  in  Wilmington,  $4,657.02,  and  have 
nearly  completed  an  iron  bridge  over  Contentnea  Creek,  in 
place  of  the  wooden  bridge  formerly  there,  for  which  they  will, 
at  an  early  day,  pay  $3,200.00  additional.  Three  gravel  trains 
have  been  run  since  April,  1879,  for  ballasting  the  Roadway, 
which  is  nearly  completed.  The  ditching  and  draining  has 
been  so  far  perfected  as  to  require,  in  future,  but  little  bej'ond 
cleaning  and  ordinary  repairs.  During  the  year  a  large  num- 
ber of  black  and  red  cypress  cross-ties  have  been  put  in  the 
track,  which  will  last  two  or  three  times  as  long  as  the  usual 
pine  ties  and  cost  about  fifty  per  cent.  more.  The  road-bed  and 
track  are  in  better  condition  than  at  any  previous  time.  There 
are  about  fifteen  and  a  half  miles  of  old  chair  rails  in  the  track, 
the  greater  part  of  which  must  be  taken  out  during  the  year. 


There  is  also  a  considerable  quantity  of  English  rail,  that  will 
have  to  be  renewed  during  the  year.  The  English  iron  rail  has 
lasted  about  two-thirds  the  time  of  good  American, 

To  meet  the  wants  of  the  current  year,  under  instructions 
heretofore  given,  1,500  tons  of  steel  rail  has  been  contracted 
for,  300  tons  of  which  have  been  received  and  put  in  the  track. 

At  no  distant  day,  the  Front  Street  Bridge,  in  this  City,  con- 
necting the  Passenger  Depot  with  the  Street,  will  have  to  be 
renewed ;  also  the  bridges  across  Smith's  Creek  and  across 
Rock  Fish,  all  of  which  will  more  fully  appear  in  the  report  of 
the  Superintendent.  It  is  believed  to  be  more  economical  in 
building  our  bridges  to  use  iron  instead  of  wood. 

Your  attention  has  often  been  called  to  the  necessity  of 
building  a  Round-house,  which  is  necessary  to  protect  the  loco- 
motives from  the  weather  when  not  in  use ;  also  to  protect  the 
workmen  while  doing  the  temporary  repairs  required  between 
each  trip.  "Without  a  Round-house  the  operatives  are  exposed 
to  inclement  weather  and  the  work  is  not  done  so  well.  It  is 
believed  that  there  is  no  Road,  of  the  length  and  business  of 
this  Road,  that  is  without  a  Round-house.  Whether  this  im- 
provement shall  be  made,  and  if  made,  taken  from  the  earnings 
of  the  Road,  or  create  a  floating  debt,  is  a  question  for  you  to 
decide.     The  aggregate  cost  will  be  about  $30,000.00. 

There  has  been  less  reckless  competition  for  business  than  for 
several  years  past.  Should  this  be  avoided  the  coming  year, 
there  will  be,  with  the  present  prosperity  of  the  country,  fur- 
ther increase  of  revenue.  The  wisdom  of  the  policy  of 
using  steel  rails  seems  to  be  admitted  by  all.  How  long 
steel  rails  will  last  under  the  tonnage  of  this  Road  is  not 
known.  Ordinary  English  rail  will  last  about  ten  years, 
and  good  American  about  fifteen.  In  the  track  near  the 
switches  of  the  yard,  in  this  City,  the  best  American  rail  has 
never  lasted  more  than  one  year.  More  than  three  years  ago 
steel  rail  was  put  in  this  part  of  the  track  and  shows  very  little 
sign  of  wear.  If  it  had  worn  out  this  would  give  the  life  of  steel 
rail  forty-five  years.  In  roads  of  more  than  ten  times  the  tonnage 
of  this  road,  seven  years  is  estimated  as  the  life  of  American 
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steel  rail,  wliicli  M'oukl  give  tliis  more  than  seventy  years.  As 
the  tonnage  will  increase  from  time  to  time,  estimate  the  life 
of  rail  at  forty  five  ye;i.rs.  For  the  first  seven  years  the  differ- 
ence in  cost  of  maintaining  an  iron  and  steel  track  is  veiy 
small.  The  difference  in  cost  of  iron  and  steel  rail  has  been 
about  SI 0.00.  When  the  iron  rail  begins  to  wear  out  the  ex- 
pense of  maintaining  the  track  rapidly  increases  with  each  year 
until  it  is  replaced  with  new  rail.  The  extra  labor  of  cutting 
off  battered  ends,  drilling  new  holes,  tightening  of  joints  and 
spikes,  moving  cross-ties,  and  work  on  road-bed  on  a  track  of 
^orn  rails,  costs  nearly  or  quite  as  much  as  the  requisite  labor 
for  a  track  of  good  rails.  A  section  of  ten  miles  of  good  track 
requires  four  laborers  less  for  its  maintenance  than  a  track  of 
worn  iron.  These  laborers,  with  board  and  tools,  will  cost 
$60.00  a  month,  or  $720.00  a  year.  Double  this  sum  to  repre- 
sent increased  wear  of  machinery  and  rolling  stock,  and  it  gives 
$1,44:0.00  expense  extra  on  each  ten  miles  old  iron,  to  say  noth- 
ing of  extra  work  on  road-bed,  loss  of  spikes,  wear  of  cross- 
ties  and  increased  chances  of  accident.  If  the  expenses  of  col- 
lecting the  old  rails,  freiglit  both  ways,  and  cost  of  putting 
them  in  the  track,  be  added  to  the  foregoing,  there  will  be 
nothing  left  to  pay  for  re-rolling.  But  suppose  there  would  be 
enough,  there  would  have  to  be  incurred  the  extra  expense  in- 
cidental to  an  old  track,  to  say  nothing  of  the  expense  of  re- 
rolling  a  second  time.  While  there  may  be  a  difference  of 
opinion  as  to  how  much  will  be  saved  by  the  use  of  steel  rails 
instead  of  iron,  all  agree  there  is  a  great  saving  in  the  use  of 
former. 

The  difference  of  "Through"  and  '-Local"  freights  contin- 
ues to  be  discussed  by  our  patrons.  Local  freight  trains  are 
run  only  in  the  day,  while  throngh  trains  are  run  both  day  and 
night.  Start  a  tlirough  and  a  local  train  from  Wilmington  at 
the  same  time,  and  the  former,  going  all  rail,  will  be  in  Balti- 
more by  the  time  the  latter  is  in  Weldon.  The  one  is  standing 
still  for  loading  the  cars  much  of  the  time,  while  the  other  is 
running.  It  will  perhaps  surprise  many  to  learn  that  the  cost 
of  local  stations  is  from  fifteen  to  thirty  per  cent,  of  their  ac- 
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tnal  cash  receipts.  The  cost  of  a  single  warehouse  and  plat- 
form, in  many  instances,  is  equal  to  the  cost  of  two  miles  of 
track. 

There  is  a  Sterling  debt  due  in  July,  1881,  of  £129,740,  or 
$61:8,700.00,  bearing  six  per  cent,  interest.  With  the  high 
credit  of  the  Company,  there  will  be  no  difficulty  in  placing 
First  Mortgage  Bonds,  provided  for  in  the  mortgage,  to  pay 
this  debt.  Indeed,  it  might  be  worth  the  effort  to  see  if  it 
cannot  be  done  at  a  lower  rate  of  interest.  This  Company  Avas 
among  the  first  of  American  companies  to  place  rail  road  bonds 
in  England,  and,  except  during  the  late  war,  has  promptly  paid 
its  interest. 

During  the  year  the  Koad  has  been  remarkably  free  from 
accidents,  due,  in  a  great  measure  to  the  prompt  and  efficient 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  employees  in  the  various  depart- 
ments. 

The  business  of  the  Road  is,  to  a  great  extent,  dependent  on 
the  agriculture  of  the  country,  and  its  receipts  vary  as  the 
crops  vary ;  a  good  year  giving  good  returns  and  a  bad  year 
poor  returns ;  and  is  also  liable  to  further  variations  from  com- 
petition. 

As  the  roadway  and  machinery  is  improved  the  operating  ex- 
penses can  be  diminished.

Sir: — I  respectfully  submit  my  eighth  annual  report  of  the 
operations  of  this  Company  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Septem- 
ber 30th,  1879:

deducted    from  the   expenses,  leaves  a  bal- 
ance in  favor  of  receipts  of $189,413  20 

Equal  to  62  2-5  per  cent,  cost  of  operating. 
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By  reference  to  tlie  above  and  comparing  same  with  tlie  l)ns- 
iness  of  the  previous  year,  I  find  that  the  receipts  from  trans- 
portation of  through  passengers  shows  a  falling  off  of  $ii,- 
927.29,  and  local  $2,549.16,  making  a  total  decrease  in  passen- 
ger receipts  of  $14,476.45. 

The  freight  receipts  show  an  increase  of  $28,369.78  ;  of  this 
amount  the  through  freight  business  shows  a  gain  of  $30,109.70, 
while  the  local  has  fallen  off  $1,739.92. 

There  is  an  increase  of  $18,1 13.94  in  the  expenditures  of  the 
road  over  last  year.  In  explanation  of  same  I  respectfully  call 
your  attention  to  the  various  items  as  they  appear  under  the 
different  departments  to  which  they  are  charged, 

ROxVD  DEPARTMENT. 

The  improvements  made  in  this  department  are  as  follows: 
During  the  summer  months  we  have  had  three  trains  engaged 
ballasting  twenty-eight  miles  of  road-bed,  which  nearly  com- 
pletes this  M'ork ;  when  finished  the  expense  of  ballasting  will 
be  comparatively  small.  We  have  purchased  and  put  in  the 
track  71,617  cross-ties,  a  large  number  of  which  are  cypress; 
they  cost  about  one-third  more  than  the  pine,  and  are  at  least 
two-thirds  more  durable.  There  has  been  1,5141'^"-  tons  steel 
rail  bought  and  put  down.  Considering  the  amount  of  ballast- 
ing done,  the  number  of  cypress  cross-ties  put  in,  and  the  steel 
rail,  which  for  the  past  few  years  we  have  been  relajnng  with, 
I  am  safe  in  saying  that  the  roadway  is  at  present  in  much  Ijet- 
ter  condition  than  at  any  former  period. 

There  is  now  15^  miles  of  old  chair  rail,  and  13^  miles  of 
English  fish  bar  rail,  a  large  part  of  each  will  have  to  be  taken 
out  during  the  coming  year,  I  would  state  that  our  experience 
with  the  English  fish  bar  rail  has  been  that  it  lasts  but  little 
over  half  the  time  first-class  American  rail  does.  For  the  com- 
ing year  we  shall  require  at  least  1,500  tons  of  new  rail,  so  as 
to  enable  the  track  to  be  kept  up  to  its  present  standard. 

I  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of  having 
iron  bridges  erected  at  Front  Street  Depot,  in  Wilmington,  and 
over  Smith's  Creek,  two  miles  from  the  City.     The  wooden 


bridge  that  at  present  spans  the  tracks  to  the  entrance  of  the 
Passenger  Depot,  in  this  City,  should  be  replaced  b}^  a  neat  and 
substantial  iron  bridge.  The  erection  of  such  a  bridge  would 
be  a  great  improvement  to  the  Company's  property  in  this  City. 

The  wooden  bridge  over  Rock  Fish  Creek,  34  miles  from 
"Wilmington,  will  have  to  be  replaced  with  a  new  one  at  an 
early  day,  and  I  would  suggest  that  iron  be  used  in  the  place 
of  wood  when  it  is  re-built. 

The  extension  of  our  wharf  front  in  Wilmington  has  cost 
$4,657.00,  I  hope  to  be  able  to  fill  in  the  larger  portion  of  it 
during  the  coming  year,  at  comparatively  little  cost,  from  ves- 
sels discharging  their  ballast.  This  wharf,  M'hen  completed, 
increases  our  facilities  for  handling  freight  direct  to  and  from 
vessels. 

The  new  Warehouse  at  Magnolia  has  been  completed  at  a 
cost  of  about  $2,000.00. 

The  masonry  for  the  iron  l)ridge  over  Contentnea  Creek  has 
been  finished  and  contract  has  been  entered  into  to  have  the 
bridge  up  and  ready  for  use  by  the  loth  of  December. 

For  the  repairs  of  bridges  and  trestles,  we  have  purchased 
162,502  feet  of  timber.  This  item  of  expenses  is  gradually 
decreasing  year  by  year. 

MACHINERY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  expenses  of  this  department  shows  an  increase  of  §10,- 
660.57.  During  the  year  we  have  been  compelled  to  replace 
the  wheels  and  tires  under  many  of  the  engines.  Several  of 
the  locomotives  have  had  new  fire-boxes  put  in.  Engine  No. 
26  has  been  rebuilt  at  a  cost  of  $7,000.00.  although  only  about 
$4,500.00  appears  as  charged  in  this  year.  This  engine  has 
been  in  the  shops  for  some  time,  work  on  same  being  done  only 
at  times  when  we  were  not  pressed  with  other  work. 

The  steam  hammer,  purchased  some  months  since  at  a  cost, 
including  erection,  of  $2,000.00,  has  proved  as  represented,  and 
gives  entire  satisfaction. 

We  have  also  replaced  the  old  stationary  engine  and  boiler  in 
the  carpenter's  shop  with  a  new  one ;  this  improvement  cost 
about  $1,200.00. 
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To  the  rolling  stock  we  have  added  two  postal  cars,  costing 
$6,000.00,  built  at  our  shops. 

General  repairs  of  passenger  and  freight  cars  have  been 
heavy  during  the  year ;  this,  and  the  items  mentioned  above, 
accounts  for  the  increase  in  this  department. 

Permit  me  to  again  call  your  attention  to  the  importance  of 
a  round-house,  for  the  protection  of  our  locomotives,  and  a 
place  for  the  men  to  work  in  bad  weather.  Such  a  building  as 
we  would  require  will  cost  about  $30,000.00. 

Below  please  find  statement  of  locomotive  performances,  as 
furnished  by  Master  Machinist,  and  report  of  passenger  and 
freight  equipment,  as  per  Master  Car  Builder's  report.

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TRANSPOKTATION  DEPARTMENT. 

As  I  stated  in  the  beginning  of  my  report,  this  depart- 
ment showed  a  decrease  of  $14,476.45  from  receipts  of  passen- 
ger travel  and  an  increase  of  $28,369.78  from  transportation  of 
freight,  making  the  increase  from  passenger  and_  freight  $13,- 
893.33  more  than  the  previous  year.  This  falling  off  in  the 
passenger  business  is,  in  part,  due  to  the  sale  of  round  trip 
excursion  tickets  during  the  Winter  months. 

Last  year  I  reported  an  increase  of  $2,319.12  in  Express 
transportation,  this  year  it  shows  a  falling  oil  of  $1,096.07. 

In  connection  with  the  roads  North  of  Weldon,  we  are  run- 
ning our  entire  passenger  trains  through  to  Washington,  and 
find  that  same  works  very  well,  besides  being  a  great  accom- 
modation to  travel  in  obviating  night  transfers  at  terminal 
points  ;  there  is  also  a  saving  to  the  road  in  way  of  transfer  of 
mail  and  baggage. 

Owing  to  the  increase  in  our  local  business  at  Wilmington, 
some  steps  should  be  taken  at  an  early  day  to  provide  more 
warehouse  accommodations.  The  present  building  is  very 
much  decayed,  and  will  in  a  short  time  require  rebuilding. 

I  have  nothing  in  the  way  of  injury  to  passengers  or  em- 
ployees to  report ;  the  regularity  of  the  running  of  trains  that 
has  been  characteristic  of  the  road  for  so  long  a  time  is  still 

maintained.
